The following letter has been 
issued by Angus Mackay, superin- 
tendent of the Indian Head ex- 
perimental farm, and is cf the 
uteatest importance to the farmers 
of this-district; 

“ T have been receiving for some 
time back samples of wheat and 
and oats from the northeru part of 
Alberta, which have been more o1 
less frosied. These samples are 
not confined to Alberta alone, as 
both Assinibuia and Saskatchewan 
have ouly too much of this sort of 
grain. A grcat deal of this injar- 
ed grain will no doubt be used for 
seed, and I would sugyest, in view 
of the great risk your district in- 
cures from usiny. inferior seed,that 
every farmer be advised to send a 
sample of his wheat and oats to 
Dr. Saunders, Experimental Farr, 
Ottawa, to be tested for germinat- 
ing powers. One hundred to two 
hundred grains is sufficient. Poth 
letter an! sample go free. 

“] wish to draw your attention 
to the fact that the germinating 
power of oa'sis more easily injur- 
ed by frest than that of wheat, and 
while to the eye they seem all 
right, for seed they may be quite 
useless. From repeated tests made 
on this farm with sowing frozen 
seed, it has been found in favor- 
able springs—that is, springs with 
plenty of moisture in the soil and 
warm growing weather—that. froz- 
en grain will germinate fairly well 
and give good returns; while in 
unfavorable springs, while the seed

Again 
he was given an affirmative answer. 
The archives of the state department 
will show that he eventually located 
this south sea island king in the brush, 
was sworn in and, after the lapse of 
nearly two years from the date of his 
appointment, was fully qualified to en- 
ter upon his consulship.”

A CANADIAN EGYPTOLOGIST. 


Found Pharaoh's Tomb—Impertant Dis- 
covery by a Toronto Explorer. 

Mr. ©. T, Currelley, M.A., of Tor- 
onto, assistant on the Egyptian Ex- 
ploration Fund staff, had recently 
the good fortune to discover the 
tomb of Aahames, first King of the 
eightcenth dynasty, the Pharaoh of 


| the Bible, who ‘‘knew not Joseph,” 


and under whom the oppressian of 
the Hebrews gcommenced. This tomb 
had Leen searched for for some years 
without success, and its discovery is 


| on that account even more gratify- 


ing than it would otherwise be, The 
tomb is described as one of the larg- 
est known, the entry being bly a 
shaft or well sunk in the rock of the 
desert and forty-five feet in diamet- 
er. At the bottom of this is «4 
@quare chamber, which no doubt op- 
ens into various passages and chanr 
bers, ag is usual in such tombs. 
The mummy of Aahames has al- 
ready been discovered, having been 
rempved from the tomb to a safer 
place during some turbulent period. 


Tho chief value of the discovery, 
however, will be in the historical 
material contained in the inscrip- 


tions with which the walls of such 
tombs are decorated, and which may 
perhaps throw Ught upon some im- 
portant matters of sacred history. 
Mr. Currelley left Pgypt at 
end of March to spend four months 
working on the pre-Mycenacan de 
posits of Crete under the Britigh 
Sghool of Archagology. In addition 
to the valuable collection presented 
by the Egypt Exploration Fund to 
Victoria University last autumn, Mr. 
Currelley expects to ship further 


| archaeological materials before leav- 


ing Egypt. ‘The work of establish- 


| ing a branch of the Egypt Explora- 


tion Fund ip Toronto has been un- 
by the Chancellor of Vic- 
terla Untvergity.
